Magazine, will already be aware that this issue of Doctor 
Who Classic Comics sees the introduction of a very spe- 
cial new series of features. 

In the Seventies a number of Doctor Who stories were 
destroyed by the BBC. Our Thirtieth Anniversary Special, current- 
ly on sale, contains a list of casualties from the Doctor Who 
canon, which was left sadly depleted by the BBC's mistaken 
belief that they had no further use for these elements of their 
archive. Many stories from the William Hartnell and Patrick 
Troughton eras of Doctor Who are now partially or wholly absent 
from the BBC’s Film and Videotape Library. Intense speculation 
surrounds the content of serials such as 1964’s Marco Polo and 
1966's The Savages — just two stories from which no footage is 
known to exist. Another serial which also exists only as an ama- 
teurly recorded soundtrack is 1968’s Fury from the Deep. The 
recent BBC Audio Collection release of this soundtrack, inter- 
weaved with explanatory narration, has served to whet the 
appetite of many enthusiasts curious about the visual nature of a 
Doctor Who story unseen in this country since 1968. 

Thankfully, one diligent photographer left a legacy which 
speaks more than any plot synopsis, narration or faded memory. 
During the Sixties, John Cura advertised a service providing 
‘telesnaps’ from television productions. Actors, actresses, direc- 
tors or designers could purchase contact strips of stills from their 
programmes, or buy high-definition enlargements of frames they 
felt were especially useful. Cura provided a valuable service for 
directors such as Hugh David and Christopher Barry who were 
bereft of the luxury of domestic video. Forgotten for many years, 
Cura’s work has now taken on a new significance as his pictures 
provide a fascinating glimpse of Doctor Who serials we may 
never see again. 

John Cura received £2.12/6 to photograph each episode of 
Marco Polo. Today, his legacy is perhaps priceless.

“The bottom of the North Sea is the home of a very strange crea- 
ture,” warned Radio Times in January 1968, “and the gas being 
pumped out at high speed is its food. The creature, disturbed and 
outraged by this human encroachment on its domain, makes its 
way ashore bent on vengeance. 

“We are now — if you haven't already guessed — in the fantasy 
world of Dr. Who, and the creature is yet another monster for the 
Doctor and his companions to tackle.” 

So readers were advised that shortly the Doctor, Jamie and 
Victoria would encounter the Fury from the Deep. This, the sixth 
story of Season Five (the series which also gave us classic mon- 
ster tales like The Tomb of the Cybermen and The Ice Warriors) 
saw the debut of a new type of monster in Doctor Who, as Radio 
Times went on to explain: “The sea creature is being dreamed up 
by Jack Kine and his team in Visual Effects. For once it will not be 
based on an actor. Jack has found a new substance that fits the 
bill admirably. ‘It is hard to describe,’ he says, 'but you know the 
foam you see collecting on rivers at weirs? Well, imagine that five 
thousand times bigger.’ 

“Jack was experimenting with some a few weeks ago and ina 
very little time was able to get it to a depth of thirty feet. The crea- 
ture is a bit like plasma — it starts in bits that gradually come 
together to form the final undulating beast. ‘It’s about the size of a 
first division football crowd!" says Jack. 

“Before the advent of the seaweed creature, the idea was to 
keep Dr. Who's enemies as villainous and as mechanical as pos- 
sible. Jack’s boys look on the Doctor with mixed feelings, 
because in every story he finished by destroying the evil crea- 
tures and often wrecking their city — things that they spent weeks 
creating. 'Ah well,’ says Jack, philosophically, '| suppose the bad- 
dies must always lose.”

COLUMN 1 
The TARDIS materialises just above the surface of the North Sea 
and, despite the Doctor's best efforts, relocates to water level. 
Paddling across to dry land in a dinghy the Doctor confirms they are in 
England. “We always seem to land on this planet.” observes Victoria. 
Jamie soon discovers unusually large clumps of foam on the shore. 
Seemingly unperturbed, the Doctor covers Jamie's face with the mys- 
terious substance. 


COLUMN 2 

The TARDIS crew's play-fight gets out of hand, and soon all three 
travellers are submerged. Noticing a huge pipe protruding 
from the sand and leading to a rock face, the Doctor, Jamie and 
Victoria investigate - unaware they are being watched. The pipe bears 
the legend EURO SEA GAS. Curious, the Doctor unveils a device 
called the sonic screwdriver to open a box attached to the top of the 
pipe Applying a stethoscope to the opened control box, the Doctor 

ears an ominous heartbeat . . . Engrossed with their discovery, the 
travellers are overcome by their unseen watcher. Their tranquilised 
bodies are dumped in a control room. They awake finding them- 
selves under guard. 


COLUMN 3 
Two men, Robson and Harris, introduce themselves as Controllers. 
Robson demands to know why they were tampering with the emer- 
gency release valve remote control. The Doctor protests his inno- 
cence and Harris sides with them, Robson orders the travellers to be 
locked up and Harris explains the base is in a state of emergency — 
although the video link appears to be functioning the crew of one of 
the nearby gas-drilling rigs fail to communicate. There has also been 
a. drop in pressure in the feed-lines from the rigs. 
The state eee within the base even extends to a security check 
on Maggie Harris — the assistant controller's wife. She is ordered back 
to the refinery's residential area. 
The Doctor and Harris hypothesise various explanations for the sound 
in the pipes, and the Doctor suggests the gas should be turned off. 


COLUMN 4 
In the control room Price, the communications officer, succeeds in 
contacting Carney — the supervisor of Drilling Rig D. “What the 
dickens is going on out there?” enquires Robson. His reassurance is 
vague and distracted — something 's obviously very wrong. Carney 
goes on to mumble that the rescue crew have arrived “But we've had 
a slight accident . .. Two men out of action " Robson orders him to 
get the rig working again before communications finally break down. 
Harris recommends that the gas flow coming in from the rigs is tumed 
off so. a check can be made. The Chief Engineer reports that pressure 
has fallen again, and Harris adds that for three weeks there has been 
a regular and increasing build-up and fall in pressure. A pattern is 
developing While they argue someone steals an important 
file from behind the mens’ backs. When Harris notices the disappear- 
ence Robson's scepticism of his colleague increases. 


COLUMN 5 
In the cabin where the TARDIS crew are locked up, Jamie attempts to 
escape by standing on the Doctor's shoulders and climbing through a 
grille in the wall. In an attempt to help, Victoria extricates a hairpin and 
Offers it as a device to pick the cabin door lock. 
Outside, Harris catches up with his wife, Maggie. He believes he left 
the missing file at home, and asks her to go and retrieve it. 
Finally free, the Doctor, Victoria and a bruised Jamie emerge into the 
outside corridor. 
In the Harris family home, Maggie discovers the file— and then a 
clump of seaweed that had been tucked inside it. 


COLUMN 6 
She attempts to throw the seaweed onto the veranda — it responds by 
stinging her hand . . . then lies pulsating on the ground, 
Van Lutyens, the refinery’s technical advisor, tells Robson that the 
men on the control rig are restless after contact was lost with Rig D. 
Van Lutyens stresses the importance of maintaining morale — and 
reminds him that he is representing a concemed Dutch government, 
In the communications area, Robson is contacted by Chief Baxter 
from the control rig. He informs him that something seems to have got 
inside the pipeline. Something making “a liar sound . . . regular 
thumping, pulsating . . . like a heartbeat.” Eavesdropping, the Doctor 
confirms to Victoria that it's the same sound he heard on the beach. 


COLUMN 7 
Feeling unwell after her struggle with the seaweed, Maggie Harris 
contacts the refinery. Keen to see the file she was sent to retrieve, 
Robson allows Harris to quickly go home and collect the documents. 
Investigating alone, Victoria ducks into the oxygen storeroom - 
alarmed at footsteps ahead. As Harris rushes past, she begins to 
choke as sabotaged gas cylinders emit their contents. Turning off the 
ety cylinders, she notices a shaft of light from the newly-opened 
door. A shadowy figure rushes from the room, locking her inside, 
before adjusting its ventilation control to the ‘emergency’ setting. 


COLUMN 8 
Jamie and the Doctor discover a device that pumps gas from the main 
pipeline out at sea. Jamie notices a section of pipe that is transparent 
and the Doctor explains this helps to check on condensation, “and 
anything else that might get inside .. ." Meanwhile, a horrified Victoria 
notices that foam, similar to the kind she saw on the beach, is pouring 
through an opened grille. The Doctor and Jamie, who once again 
are monitoring the alien ‘heartbeat’, are powerless to help. Victoria 
screams as the foam-creature swarms towards her 
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DR. WHO

With the introduction of popular TV monsters, the 
Cybermen, the strip returned to the full colour splendour 
of the landscaped centre pages of TV Comic. This was to be 
the first of several adventures to feature the Cybermen who 
would pop up with the same regularity the Daleks had pre- 
viously enjoyed. The Cybermen were consistently depicted 
in all of their strip adventures as the versions that the First 
Doctor had encountered in the television story, The Tenth 
Planet. 

John and Gillian recognise the Cybermen immediately 
despite the fact that this is their first encounter with them. 

The Doctor proclaims that the Cybermen are the enemy 
that he most fears. However, true to TV Comic form, the 
strip Cybermen behave very much in the same way as all 
the Doctor’s opponents. Little regard is given to the televi- 
sion Cybermen’s cold logical approach. A good illustration 
of this fact is given in the first instalment of this adventure 
when the Cyberman pilot is put to death as punishment for 
crashing the ship. 

The Doctor has apparently visited the planet Minot 
before.

The TARDIS lands on a planet swarming with butterflies and 
moths. The Doctor, John and Gillian meet eccentric insect collec- 
tor Professor Gnat who, despite the Doctor's warnings, is cap- 
tured by the Cybermen. 

Discovering several dead Cybermats, the Doctor realises that 
the scent of the planet’s flowers is deadly to Cybermen. Armed 
with bunches of flowers, the Doctor and his companions venture 
into the Cybermen’s underground city to rescue Professor Gnat. 


For the first time in the comic strip, the leader of the 
Cybermen is referred to as the Controller. This term had 
first used in the television adventure, The Tomb of the 
Cybermen which had been aired two months prior to the 
publication of Flower Power. 

Similarly influenced by the Doctor’s most recent on 
screen encounter with the Cybermen, the Cybermats made 
their first appearance in the comic strip. The illustrations 
of the dead Cybermats are faithful renditions of the crea- 
tures seen in The Tomb of the Cybermen. 

The Doctor introduces John and Gillian to Professor 
Gnat as his “friends” and not his grandchildren. The 
Doctor also explains that the Cybermen’s approach to life 
is to “destroy anything that is strange to them.” 

Professor Gnat is one of the more colourful characters 
encountered by the strip Doctor of the Sixties. His clothing 
and appearance is reminiscent of the strip illustrations of 
the First Doctor and he is far more interested in collecting 
his specimens than avoiding the deadly Cyborgs.
